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AN ACT 

To amenti the LaVs now in force 

respecting publrc roads^ 

Sec* 1. Bi it enacted by the Legis- 
lative Council and Houfe of Repre- 
Jentativesof the Alabama Territo* 
ry, in General Afsembly convened^ 
That it {hall hereafter be lawful for 
the overfcer of any public road, if 
hf^ deems it necefsary, to require all 
and every perfon, or perTons refi 
ding within bis precinctj and not 
exempted from such ferviceby law, 
to work on faid road ten days and 
no longer ; except when bridges and 
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caufeways may require repair, and 
in that cafe as long as may be necef- 
^ry for that pur pofe, not exceed- 
ing twenty days. 

Sec. 2 And be itf^irther enacted^ 
that , hereafter the overfeer of any 
public road (hall be Liable to be fi- 
lled on prefentment, at the discre- owfeet ruvie. 
tionof the Jury trying the fame, if i®^*** 
the road of which he b overicer 
iliall have remained^ out of repair 
for the per iod of twelve days at a- 
ny one time» provided fucn over- 
feer have arty notice thereof.

couflfon' mate to the Afsefsors of taxc» in 
^^^ their refpective Counties ; fuch efti^ 

mates from heads of white fatnijiei 
to be on oath^ and contain an enu- 
meration of the whole number of 
inhabitants belonging to his or her 
family^ making a correct diflinction 
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between the number of white males 
over tweiity*one years of age, white 
males under twenty*one years of 
age; white females over twenty »one 
years^ white females under twenty* 
one years ; the total of free people 
oftolor, Indians not taxed excepted^ 
and the total of flaves. 

Sec. 2* ^d be it further enacted^ 
That it ihall foe the duty of the af- 
feflbfs of taxes in each and every ^, . .^ 
county within this Territory, to uum 
claim and receive of all heads of. fa- 
milieSy and other perfons as defcrib- 
ed in the preceding feflion/theefti- 
mate whicn they are therein required 
to fusnifh. The oatli required of 
the heads of families as aforeiaidt 
(hall be adminiftered by the faid af- 
feJSbrs in eischrefpefiive county , and ^ 
in form as follows, to wit: ''You 
do folemnly fwear (or affiim, as the oath 
cafe may be) that the eQimate which
